HARDWARE INSTALLATION:

To properly install your new PCI TV Tuner Card, please follow the instructions below:

3. Slide your PCI TV Tuner Card into the available PCI slot, then secure the card with a 
mounting screw.

5. Connect the enclosed Multi Video Input Cable to the AUX port. 


6. Connectan antenna or CATV cable to the TV port. 


7. Connect the green Audio Out cable on the Multi Video Input Cable to the enclosed External 
Audio Cable. 


8. Connect the other end of the enclosed External Audio Cable to the blue Line In port on your 
Sound card (or Integrated Audio Device). 


9. Connect the enclosed Remote Receiver to the RM port on your card.

If not, click "Start", then “Run...” type 
utorun.exe" into the dialog box (NOTE: "Dil" represents the drive letter assigned to

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Taking a Snapshot 
To take a snapshot of the current screen showing in WINTVR, please follow the instructions below: 


1. To take a snapshot, click the "Take a Snapshot" button. The screen will be captured and 
the snapshot browser will open. 


2. Atthe browser screen, double-click on the captured image to open it in your default image 
viewer. 


3. To delete an image, select the image, then click an the "Delete" button. To delete all of the 
captured images, click on the "Remove All” button. 


4. Once you are finished, click the "X" button at the lower right-hand corner to go back to the 
main panel. 


Scanning TV Channels 
‘To scan all available TV channels in your area, please follow the instructions below: 
1. Click the "Settings" button. 


2. Select the "Channel Edit" tab, then select your region from the. 
and then click the "Auto Scan" button, 
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3. The scanning process may take several minutes to complete. 


4. Alter the scan is complete, all the scanned frequency will be listed, and available TV 
channels wil be checked and saved automatically 


5. To save additional scanned frequency from the channel lit, check mark the channel(s) you 
want to save, and then click the "OK" button to save the changes. 


To add a channel by frequency manually, click the "Add" button, then input the "Name" and 
"Frequency" of the channel, and then click the "OK" button to add it to the list. 


6. To switch TV channels, input the channel index number using the "Channel Number Keys” 
‘on the WinTVR display panel or on your WinTVR remote control. 


TV Channels Preview 


With your PCI TV Tuner Card and the WinTV software, you can preview a maximum of 16 
different TV channels all at once on one screen. To preview TV channels, please follow the 
instructions below: 


1. Make sure you have added at least one channel to your channel list and you have check 
marked it 


2. Click the “16 Channels Preview" button to open the preview screen. 
NOTE: The preview screen will open in full screen mode automatically. 
3. Double-click on a channel preview screen to display that channel on the main display. 


Record a Movie Clip 
To Record a Movie Clip from the video input source, please follow the instructions below: 


1. Atthe screen you want to start recording, click the "Record" button and your computer will 
start recording instantly (NOTE: The Closed Caption function vill be disabled automatically 
when you are recording a video. It will resume once the recording stops). 


2. To stop recording, click the "Record" button again. 


3. A dialog box will appear, input a file name for the new movie clip, then click the "OK" button. 
to save. 


Movie Clip Playback 
To playback a movie clip, please follow the instructions below: 

1. Click the "Open Movie Clip" button, and the "Open" screen will appear.
